Sundays tkkmgt Tribune contains a 
very interesting article from the pen of 
Miss Mary Young Hogan of this city, 
giving an account of the visit of 'Mrs. 
Harriet Heecher Stowe to this county, 
and the incidents that gave rise to hei 
wonderful book, "Uncle Tom's Cabin.' 

The article is well illustrated, and after 
giving a sketch of several of the then 
aristocratic homes in and around Wash- 
ington, with a brief outline of their occu 
pants. Miss Hogan says; 

•■ Upon a corner not tar away stands a 
quaint old tavern whose windows are 
haired and whose door has been closed 
against the traveler. h», these many 
years. The cabins are tattered and torn, 
like the vast number of negroes who 
stand about the corners or who lounge on 
the steps and stretch out on the low 
creaking porches along the streets. There 
are old. decrepit negroes hobbling about 
on crutches; there are old mi 
serenely smoking at the window! 
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and everywhere. There seems t 
nothing else until suddenly one passes a 
plieeton in which are two pretty wc 
who have come from that large brick 
house yonder, set down amonii its gro- 
tesque surroundings, a thing separate and 
apart from them all.' Here is another 
brick, and there is still another. These 
are the residences of the few white fa 
ilies who still cling to the homes of tin 
fathers. In those days, when there were 
giants in Washington, how bright and 
pretty all of these homes must have been, 
when the ivy was trimmed and the rose 
boshes pruned, when lights strea 
from the windows and happy vi 
filled the rooms! 

' But what of that large brick ti 
set down among grotesque surroundi 
It stands to day just as it did years ago, 
with the exception of the frame part— a 
small wing and porch. Here lived Mar 
shail Key. and here Henry Clay was en- 
tertained and Daniel Webster and Harriet 
Beechcr Stowe. From this roof Thorna; 
Marshall Key went out, Chief of Staff ti 
Gen. McClellau. aud John James Key 
Chief of Staff to Gen. Halleck, while be 
neath this same roof 'Uncle Tom's Cabin 
took form. Mrs. Stowe wns a guest at 
Marshall Key's und there was to be a sale

Clark, who conducted 
the sale; a group of country gentlemen 
who were in town, standing quietly 
watching the proceedings; the traders, 
or slave drivers . going in and ivit of the 
crowd, talking, laughing, bargaining, 
slashing their whips, and impatient for 
the sale. There was the burly figure of 
George Payton. the original of Legree; 
and here were the slaves, their bodies 
partly exposed for the inspection of the 
traders, while gathered in the atreet. in 
the yard, round about the crowd, in the 
crowd, and everywhere were negroes, 
yellow aud black, big and little, old aud 
young. 

The tall woman, who stood with her 
hand upon the arm of a young man. a 
little apart from the crowd, silently 
watched It all, clutching her companion' 
in convulsively, as though receiving a 
rvous shock, whenever anything par 
rularly repulsive in the sale occurred— 
and there 'Uncle Tom's Cabin' was 
born."

PLEADS GUILTY. 

The Cashier of the Broken 
Painesville, 0., Bank.

Ci.evki.ajud, O., May 8.— Col Ralph 
K. Paige, the cashier of the defunct 
bank of the Painesville Savings and 
Loan association, pleaded guilty to ut- 
tering a forgery Monday. Col. Paige is 
one of the best-known men in northern 
Ohio. He is a brother at Ex-Congress- 
man David R. Paige, who is just now 
so badly wanted by hank*, holding 
notes of his firm bearing the forged in- 
dorsement of Millionaire John Hunting- 
Col. Paige was, until hus recentarrest, 
for many years a trustee of the Cleve- 
land insane asylum. Immediately after 
the collapse of the Painesville bank the 
cashier and President Horace Steele 
were arrested on the charge of issuing 
forged notes. Steele i* out on bail, and 
it is thought he did not knosv of the 
forgeries. Since Col. l'aige was arrested 
he has been confined in the hospital cell 
In the county jnil in this city. 
This morning he was taken into the 
criminal court, where he changed his 
plea of not guilty as charged in the in- 
dictment to one of guilty. Paige's wife 
•and -daughter were in court, accompa- 
nied by Judge Boynton and Captain Bur- 
rows. When the court was annininced 
in order. Ruiliif Laneeheld was directed 
to go to the jail for Ralph K. Paige. 
Tbe hank cashier, when informed that 
the time had come for him to either ad- 
mit his crime or stand trial, appeared 

"All I dreed Is meeting my wife and 
daughter in court," he said. 

"Do not give awny like this but be a 
man," said IlailifT Laneetield, consol- 
ingly. 

l'aige said no more, but as he was en- 
tering the courtroom he waa met at the 
d.xir by the wife and daughter. They 
embraced him affectionately, Imt he dis- 
engaged himself us soon as powiible and 
Uxtk a chair on the opposite side of the 
room. Mrs, Paige, Miss l'aige, Judge 
Boynton, Capt, U wiu we and Judge 
Hamilton then held a long consultation 
in the Judge's private office, after which 
Judge Hamilton ascended to the bench 
and directed l'aige to stand up. 

"I understand that you desire to 
change your plea of not guilty to that 
of guilty." 

"I do," answered Paige. 

"I will not sentence you to-day. aa I 
desire to consider the case," replied the 
judge. 

Paige did not answer. He hung his 
head for a moment aa If expecting 
to hear the sentence pronounced. He 
was finally touched on the shoulder by 
the bailiff and the two started to leave 
the court-room. At the doorway, how- 
ever, Paige was again intercepted by 
his wife and daughter 

He kissed them both, and was then 
conducted to the jniL where he was 
again linked up in the hospital cell. 

The meeting b e t wee n Paige and his 
wife and daughter was decidedly affect- 
ing. The women clung to the disgraced 
husband and father affectionately, as if 
they w ere loth U> part from him. 
"Paige only pleaded guilty to one in- 
dictment Then- are two others against 
him. The one to which he confessed 
was for forging a promissory note for 
17.000, which bore the signature of the 
Importers' and Trailers' national bank 
of New York. It was indorsed by the 
Painesville Savings and Loan associa- 
tion, by Horace Steele, president, 
Steele is also jointly implicated in the 
indictment. It was expected that Paige 
would make some explanation or at- 
tempt to exonerate Steele, but he AM 
not He may do so. though, when 
he is brought into court for sentence.

Large ships were not unknown to 
the ancients, and some of the most 
roomy attained dimensions equal to 
ships of modern tiroes. Nevertheless, 
they were unmanageable monstrosities, 
almost at the mercy of wind and wave, 
and utterly unfit to cope with the fury 
of a hurricane. Doubtless, says Cham- 
ber's Journal, we are indebted to trav- 
eler's tales for the detailed descriptions 
that survive the lapse of ages. Con- 
stanttus onnveyed from lleliopolis to 
Rome an obelisk weighing fifteen hun- 
dred tona, and, In addition to this long- 
coveted monolith, the ship carried 
about twelve hundred tons of pulse 
stowed about the small end of the obe- 
lisk, in order to bring the ship on an 
even keel. 

in 268 H. C Archimedes devised a 
marvelous ship for Iliero, of Syracuse. 
Iter three lofty masts had been brought 
from Hritaiu. whereas our ship's mast 
are of Iron, or obtained from New 
Zealand or front Vancouvers Island.
